LIBERALS ORGANIZE | BASEBALL TOURNAMENT 


Edmonton, July 21.—The Lilerals 
of Alberta Friday afternoon, at. a 
meeting in this city, laid plans for the 
organization of the entire province, 
looking forward to the next provincial 
election. The meeting was attended 
by the Liberal members in the legis- 
lature north of Red Deer, together 
with other prominent members of ¢he 
party, including membens defeated at 
the last provincial election. Charles 
Stewart, minister of the interior, was 
present. The meeting was ‘held at 
the residence of John R. Boyle, lead- 
er of the opposition in the ‘Alberta 
Jegislature. 

It was decided to open organization 
rooms in Edmonton ‘at once, to look 
after the organization of the province 
north of Red Deer. A committee was 
appointed consisting of the members 
of the legislature in that distict. Mr. 
Boyle was appointed chairman. 

It was decided to organize the prov- 
ince thoroughly this year to ibe pre- 
pared for an eleation at any time the 
government may bring it on. 

“Tne public is losing confidence in 
the Creenfield government,” said Mr. 
Boyle, referring ‘to the meeting. “I 
‘am convinced that atthe first oppor- 
tunity it will turn the government out 
of offie2 and return the Liberals.” 

A similar meeting ‘to effect organi- 
zation scuth of Red Deer will be 
held at the Palliser hotel, Calgary, on 
Morday. Mr. Stewart and Mr. Boyle 
will Le in attendance. 


- PROVINGIAL ITEMS 


Crops around Wetaskiwin suffered 
severely in a hailstorm which on Wed- 
nesday night swept over a strip about 
four miles ‘wide, and extending from 
about twenty miles west of Wetaski- 
win to about fifteen miles east of the 
town. Damage ‘to the grain fields is es- 
timated tto average from fifty to one 
hundred percent. Hail is also report- 
ed north of Camrose, crops ‘within a 
strip about ten miles long by six ail- 
es wide being damaged, a total loss 
being reponted in some cases. 


The mill rate on the town taxes is 
down to 88 mills this year. This is 
a reduction of 12 mills from last 
year’s rate and is most certainly a 
step in the direction that townspeople 
will be glad ‘to see.—Didsbury Pioneer. 


Two new villages, Vilna and Ono- 
way, have been incorporated in Alber- 
ta this month.

Cartwright, Man., July 21.—A plan 
for consolidation of rural fairs to 
create greater rivalry and more in- 
centive for people to attend, was an- 
nounced here today 'by Hon. Nei! Gam- 
eron, provincial minister of agricul- 
ture, at the opening of the annual 
show of the Cartwright agiicultural 
society. 2 Ee 

The consolidation iof fairs ‘would 
take in three of four societies and 
each body would cover a radius of 
about thirty miles. Mr. Qameron 
pointed to the ever-increasing Durden 
of taxation and said that the scheme, 
if adapted by the government, would 
reduce the item for fairs ‘by some 
thomzands of dollars without lessen- 
ing their efficiency.

Large Increase Shown in Three 
Months Ending June 30 Last 


Ottawa, July 19.--Canada's trade {fs 
climbing ahead. Total trade in the 
three months ending June 30° was 
$462,544,.438, an increase of $110,841,- 
065 over the corresponding ‘three 
months of last year. For June alone 
the total trade was $179.720,516, an 
increase of $44,944,732 over last year. 
Domestic exports, in the three 
months period, increased approximate- 
ly fifty millions, and imports approxi- 
mately sixty-one millions.

The Judges got well under 
way and covered the poultry, domes- 
tic, ladies’ painting, and other small 
classes. The baseball tournament 
was started in the evening, when Clive 
won from Lacombe by a score of 4-3. 
After the ball game the midway car- 
ried on business until late in the 
evening. 

Yesterday everything combined to 
make it a good day. The weather was 
very hot but settled, and a_ large 
good-natured crowd gathered shortly 
after noon and remained till the 
moon came up. Two more games of 
baseball were played, Red Deer win- 
ning from Innisfail in the afternoon 
and from Benalto in the evening. 
These games were both full of snappy 
ball and held a large crowd in the 
grandstands. Hoagland’s Hippodrome 
are putting on high class, clean shows, 
the auto polo especially meeting with 
the great approval of the crowd.

Germany Has Bought Almost the 
Entire Surplus 


Moscow, July 23.—The coming har- 
vest, according to official figures bas- 
ed on information obtained from 
7,000 rural communities, is expected 
to yield more than 2,000,000,000 poods 
(a pood is approximately 36 pounds), 
which is 800,000,000 poods over the 
1922 harvest. The total sowing area 
is 60,000,000 desstiatins ( a dessiatin 
is 2.70 acres), compared with 8&2,000,- 
000 dessiatins sown in 1916. 

The surplus over the country’s 
needs is estimated at 500,000,090 
noods, of which more than 200,000,000 
poads ere destined for export. The 
total agricultural production for 1923 
is valued at 4,500,000,000 gold rubles, 
as against 6,500,000,000 in the years 
before the war.

Tar Sands for Pavements 

Great interest has attached to the 
experiments being carried on during 
the past week at the Edmonton Exhi- 
bition to establish the feasibility of 
the tar sands fram McMurray. for 
road making purposes. At the exhi- 
bition grounds a strip of pavement 
was laid, the raw tar sands being use| 
for the purpose just as they were twh- 
en from’ the grqund. A crushed gravel 
base was jjaid, wud on top of this a 
mixture of from 50 to 75 percent. 
crushed gravel, with the heated tar 
sands was roiled on. Ina few minut, 
es the pavement was hard eneugh to 
walk on, and appoared to make a 
very satisfactory road. 

Another set of experiments is being 
carried on at the University. In thego 
experiments the tar is being extract- 
ed from the tar sands and then mix- 
ed with different classes of road ma- 
terlal. The object of this is to estah- 
lish the feasibility of successfully ex- 
tracting the ‘tar from the sands, 
which would eliminate the necessity 
of paying freight on the sand from 
McMurray. Both experiments appear 
to be successful, but some further 
time will be required to esitablish 
thelr permanent success. 

If the oxperiments prove that the 
tar sands can be used successfully for 
road making, the cost of road vave- 
ment In the province will be greatly 
reduced. The officials of the provin- 
cial government, as well as of the 
cities of the province, are watching 
the results with considerable interest, 
as it concerns the development of 
one of Alberta's hest resources.

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ROVERING TO SUCCESS 


Our attention has been called to the 
movement known as “rovening” set on 
foot by Sir Robert Baden Powell, 
founder and head of the Boy Scouts 
organization. Rovering is intended 
for boys and young men from seven- 
teen years of age and upwards, when 
they have become perhaps too old 
for the Boy Soouts, and are not yet 
old enough to become Scout Masters. 
Its object is the same as that of the 
Boy Scout movement—to enable those 


in it to become healthy, happy and 
useful citizens. Its gospel is the gos- 
pel of the outdoor life. Its code is 


the code of cleanliness, manliness and 
honour. It aims at teaching its fol- 
lowers among other things those 
simple elementary rules of self-help, 
which are apt to be forgotten in our 
day of specialized, rather artificial 
urban life. The rover is trained tc 
take an interest in the outdoor world 
of nature, and to be able to Jook after 
himself when he is out of doors, to 
light h#s own camp fire, cook his own 
food, find his own way, and generally 


Jook after himself, and be able and 
willing to look atter others. He is 


taught the high value of unselfish- 
ness, of cleanlines, of avoiding excess 
cant, hypocrisy and loafing. Nothing 
but good can come of such a move- 
ment. It is beyond question that the 
years in the immediate neighbourhood 
of seventeen are difficult and danger- 
ous years for young men. Almost every 
parent knows this, and most men who 
icok back on that time in their own 
life, know it too. They are the years 
when the restraints of parents and 
teachers are growing less strong, and 
independence of thought and action is 
beginning to be claimed {mperiously. 


For many young men they are the 
most critical years of Mfe. Anything 
wnich can provide a healthy attrac 
tive guidance through these years ‘s 


good. Anything which can fill these 
young men’s minds with useful and 
sane interests and amusements, and 
set their feet definitely on the up- 


ward path deserves every encourage: 
ment. 

Sir Robert Baden-Powell has ex- 
DPlained the main outlines of his 
scheme in alittle book called ‘“Rover- 
ing to Success.” It consists of plain 
straightforward advice to young men 
as to som? of the difficulties they are 
likely to meet with in life, and some 
ofthe waysin which these difficulties 
can be met. There {fs nothing at ail 
pretentious about it all, no attempt to 
put forward a new scheme of ethics, 
or an easy way to get round life's 
problems. It is merely an appeal to 
young men to play the game of life 
in a clean, honourable, manty fashion, 


and some suggestions as to how at- 
tractive and pleasant the game _ 50 
played can ‘be made. It is a book 


which should be prominent in public 
libraries, and which parents would do 
well to put into the hands of their 
growing boys. In a time when many 
old beliefs’are losing their force, and 
young men and women are apt to find 
themselves without ‘sure guidance on 
their way, this Rovers creed of honour 
and sanity is an eminently good one. 
We commend it heartily ¢o all citizenz 
young and old.

THE LATE CZARITSA OF RUSSIA 


Every war produces certain wide- 
spread, firmly credited legends which 
live long after the war js over, and 
Jong after they themselves have been 
repeatedly exposed as fallacious. The 
Angels at Mons, and the Russians fn 
England are two of the best known 
and remarkable which came into be- 
inginthe late war. There was, how- 
ever, another not so sensational but 
very widely believed, namely, that 
the German-born Empress of Russia, 
the wife of the Czar, was throughout 


the war actively pro-German and a 
traitor to Russia and the allied 
cause. That she was a_ person of 


stronger will power than her husband 
and influenced ‘him considerably | in 
many ways seems to be true. It 
seems also undoubted that she was 
strongly under the influence of that 
wholly evil character, Rasputin, and 
(ook his advice on all sorts of  sub- 
jects, though there is no ground what- 
cuter for the scandalous rumors that 
existed as to her relations with him. 


On toe other hand, it is now clear 
that .he did noy actively assist the 
Gorinan cvuse oro urge a separate 
peace between Germany and Russia, 
and that, whe 2ver her inmost feel- 
jnss 20 i German-born woman may 
Have been, her ootward expressions 
were entirely those of a patriotic 


Russian, even when she was writing 
the most private letters to the Czar. 

There have lately been published 
certain letters from her to the Czar, 
which were found among his personal 
property after he and his family had 
licen murdered by the Bolsheviks. 
Tnese letters show the Czaritsa in a 
very favourable light in so far as 
concerns her loyalty to Russia ‘and 
affection for her husband. They were 
written in English and not in Rus- 
sian, and the English is occasionally 
ungrammatical and incorrect, but 
there is in them no hint of pro-Ger- 
man teeling. She certainly did not be- 
sieve in democracy. On the = con- 
trary, she believed firmly in the di- 
vine right of kings and rulers, and 
urged the Czar to asert himself more. 
To our Western minds such ideas 
seem very much out of place, and cer- 
tainly it is not hard to ‘believe that 
such an attitude must have helped to 
rrevent cordial relations between the 
Czar and the educated men of his 
country, relations, which, if they had 
been cultivated in time, might have 
helped to prevent the revolution and 
all the horrors which have attended 
and are attending it. To this ex- 
tent the Czaritsa may be counted to 
have been a bad influence on her 
husband. Certainly her ‘amazing 
belief in Rasputin and her insistent 
support of his advice and her actions 
mist have done great harm both to 
the Czar and to Russia. Yet as a 
woman and as a wife these letters 
reflect much more credit on her than 
has usually been allowed her. 

There has alays been a tendency to 
exaggerate sentiment over the fate of 
kings and queens. The number of 
poor humble people who ‘went to 
prison, exile or death by their orders 
are apt to be forgotten in floods of 
denunciation against those who lay 
hands on the exalted person of a 
monarch. The late Czar of Russia 
Was personally a good man, but he 
represented a bad system, and in so 
far as he acquiesced even passively 
in that system, he must be regarded 
as the author of his own fate. The 
character of that fate, however, would 
arouse sympathy for the victim what- 
ever his record, and the fact that it 
was shared by his wife and children 
makes it all the more pitiable a story. 
In the interests both of personal jus- 
fce and historical accuracy it is right 
that the legend of the GQzaritsa's 
treachery should be definitely des- 
troyed.

Is it any wonder that with govern- 
ments taking such actions, the red 
element in the trade unions break 
their contracts as they see fit. As 
we see it, the basis of all law is the 
keeping of agreements. Unions or 
workmen who are union members 
should not get any privileges in 
this respect. It is Pleasing to note 
the action ‘taken by Lewis, the head 
of the UIM.W.A., with respect to the 
striking miners in the maritimes, and 
after he has taken such aotion It {gs 
strictly up to the province or the 
Dominion to protect the industries 
concerned in every respect, if it takes 
every soldier in the country.

English in 1755, and it is anticipated 
that people will join the excursion- 
ists from all parts of the Dominion 
and the United States. 

One of ‘the features of the day’s 
programme will be the unveiling, in 
the Memorial Chapel, of a statue of 
the Madonna, which will Be erected 
in recognition of the noble work 
accomplished by the Acadian Na- 
tional Societe L’Assomption, the 
Madonna being the patron saint of 
this society. The statue, which is 
7% feet high rests on a six foot 
base, has cam peat of design 
and is claimed to be the finest o 
its kind on the American Continent. 


As conditions are not as bright as 
they might be financially in Acadia 
the interior of the Memorial Chapel 
will not be completed this year but 
a committee has been formed to 
collect Acadian relics and souvenirs, 
and to ‘obtain, if possible, further 

works of art that the interior of 
this institution be in keeping with 
the statue, While the exterior of 
the chapel is plain it is the intention 
of the Committee to have the in- 
terior as elaborate as possible. It 
will not be used for church pur- 
poses but as a museum and white 
and tinted marble with mosaic floor- 
ing will be used with antistic effect. 
Many will visit Grand Pre, not so 
much for their interest in Acadians, 
as because it is the setting of Long- 
fellow’s story of the deportation.

MUNICIPAL HOSPITAL 


Financial Statement for the 
First Three Months 


of Operation:, 


At a meeting of the Red Deer Muni- 
cipal Hospital Commissioners on Tues- 
day, Mr. A. T. Stephenson, Treasurer, 
submitted the following statement of 
the affairs of the Hospital during the 
three months it has been under the 
Municipal Hospital system:— 
Gentlemen:— 

I beg to submit herewith report of 
the operations of the Hospital for the 
first quarter, April 1 to June 30, 1923. 
The following statements are submit- 
ted:— 

1. Balance sheet as at April 1, 1923. 

2. Statement of cash receipts and 
disbursements. 

3. Revenue statement. 


Balance Sheet 


This shows the assets and liabiliti 
at commencement of operations. TT} 
capital assets are taken at the pur- 
chase price of the Hospital, land, 
buildings and equipment. A proper 
valuation would no doubt show these 
ataconsiderably higher figure but, for 
the present, it might be wise not to 
write up any appreciation of value on 
the books. For the purposes of  in- 
surance, however, it would be advisable 
to have a proper valuation made of the 
building and equipment as soon as 
possible. The cupital abilities, of 
course, represent the cost to the Hos- 
pital District of the Hospital. This is 
so low that the annual payments from 
revenue for debentures is much 
smaller. than in other municipal hos- 
pitals of similar size, and :n ten years 
the present liability will be paid off in 
full. 

Cash Receipts and Disbursements 

The cash receipts were below nor- 
mal as during April and May there 
were fewer patients In Hospital. It 
was not necessary to borrow any money 
from the bank as, so far, the receipts 
have been sufficient to pay the = ex- 
penditures, The amount owing to the 
Hospital for drugs, provisions, ete., on 
hand on April 1, have,not yet been paid 
and the June store accounts were paid 
this month (July). 


Revenue Statement 


This shows the amount earned by the 
Hospital and the cost of operation for 
the quarter. It is very gratifying in- 
deed to note that, if the patients’ ac- 
counts can be collected promptly, the 
Hospital is self-sustaining. The taxes 
and fees from Hospital supporters will 
be sufficient to pay the debenture 
charges. 

General 

There were 87 patients in Hospital 
during the quarter, medical cases 25, 
surgical 57, obstetrical 5, with no 
maternal deaths and one infant death 
Number of Hospital days 
976; cost per patient per day, $3.89. I 
am informed that there are more 
major surgical operations in the Red 
Deer Hospital than in any other hos- 
pital in Alberta, outside the large 
cities. This speaks well for the pro- 
fessional reputation of the surgeons of 
Red Deer.

MODERATION LEAGUE 


At a meeting held in Calgary, in 
June, the following manifesto and dec- 
laration of policy was adopted by the 
Moderation League: 

The Moderation League of Alberta 
is a permanent organization for the 
purpose of initiating and supporting 
legislation that will promote temper- 
ance and better the moral, social and 
economic conditions in the Province 
of Alberta. 

It proposes to support and carry on 
a movement for the repeal of the 
present Liquor Act, and substitute 
therefor a sane, reasonable and prac- 
tical law. 

The League recognizes as fully as 
any prohibitioinist the suffering caus- 
ed by intemperance and the abuse of 
strong liquors, and yields to none in 
its anxietyto remove this blot on our 
civilization. 

It is in regard to measures to be 
adopted to end this evil that it dif- 
fers from the prohibitionist. 

It believes that victories are won 
by perseverance and strategy rather 
than by violently running amuok, 
and recognizes that prohibitory legis- 
lation of any kind can never of Itself 
secure the desired end, and can only 
result in minimising respect for law 
and order, unless the people are be- 
hind the legislation, and iby the peo- 
ple it means not merely a majority of 
the people, but practically an unani 
mous people. 

That prohibition begets crime and 
weakens respect for all law, we have 
daily evidence, and to many of us 
who lived under prohibition in earlier 
days, this is no new experience. 

The Moderation League stands firm- 
ly and decisively against the bar. It 
includes amongst its leaders men who 
in the early days of this Province, agi- 
tated for the abolition of the bar, or 
in default of that, regulations that 
would kill the treating habit, which 
as they believed would kill the bar, 

The league proposes ta conduct a 
clean, honest campaign. It 1s willing 
ta concede that its opponents (how- 
ever much {t may differ from them) 
are actuated by the purest motives 
and a sincere and earnest desire to 
bring about that condition of things 
that they consider most beneficial to 
the people. It only asks that the 
same treatment be accorded to it. It 
might be thought unnecessary for this 
pronouncement to be made, but there 
are always in every large body of 
men some rash and hasty speaking in- 
dividuals who are prone to abuse per- 
sons who do not see eye to eye with 
them, and to impute to them improper 
motives, and instances of such reck- 
lessness in talking direct against the 
members of this body have already 
from time to time appeared in the 
public press.
